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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 11-21 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

As to claim 1 1 , the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a system for measuring orthogonally polarized Bragg wavelengths including: at 
least one birefringent Bragg grating sensor for reflect orthogonally polarized Bragg wavelengths 
and an FBG interrogation apparatus that measures the Bragg wavelengths of the birefringent 
FBG sensor for determining a minimum and maximum Bragg wavelength of the FBG sensor, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 1 . 

As to claim 19, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a system for eliminating signal fading including: at least one birefringent, dual 
polarization FBG sensor that reflects two orthogonally polarized eigenstates with different 
wavelengths and a polarization controller to align the eigenstates at forty five degrees relative to 
a linear polarizer thereby providing a beat signal, in combination with the rest of the limitations 
of claim 19.
